Big Crowd Attends Trial 


When the case in which James Bar­ 
rett is charged with assault and bat­ 
tery upon Marshal W illiam L. Price, 
last Saturday night, opened for trial 
this 
morning, in 
May or C ow ing’s 
court, a strong array of legal talent 
was found upon both sides. 
Assisting 
Deputy 
Prosecutor Kiplinger, were 
Prosecutor Bassett and the firm of 
Watson, 
Titsworth 
& Green. 
With 
the defense were Attorney s Will New- 
bold, John D. 
Megee 
and 
Donald 
Sm ith. 
Mrs. James Barrett and P at­ 
rick Barrett were seated with 
the 
defense. 
O wing to the large number of jieople 
in attendance the trial was held in the 
circuit 
room 
at the court 
house. 
M*y or„ Oowitig occupied the bench and 
made a good impression as a m agis­ 
trate. 
O wing to the probability that the 
case, if decided against the defend­ 
ant, w ill bo appealed to the circuit 
court, the attorney s for both sides had 
their stenographers in court taking 
the evidence, so 
that the 
evidi n *e 
m ight he at band in their preparation 
tor a second trial. 
A noticeable fact in connection with 
the trial was that the defendant’s at­ 
torney s were all Democrats while those 
representing the State were R epubli­ 
cans. 
P olitics entered into the case 
unon all sides, tilts were frequent and 
the light for a jury waxed warm. 
The

man Pea. 
The jury box was first filled with

The objection was sustained. 
The defense excused John W. Davis. 
His place was taken by James H. 
Stiers. 
The State accepted the jury . 
The defense challenged Mr. Stiers be­ 
cause of his opinion. 
The State ob 
jeoted ami the objection was sustained 
by the may or. 
Mr. Stiers was then 
excused by the defense and T ailor 
Warfield was ('ailed.

wanted to know if Marshal Price, the 


officer’s approach in tim e to escape 
down a rear stairw ay into an alley 
Mr. Titsworth denounced Barrett as 
a dangerous man, stating that he had 
been im plicated in several fights, had 
cnt men and had been seen to shoot 
man by Price him self. 
Mr. Price was the first witness for 
! the State. 
He testified as to having 
been sheriff of Rush county for two 
terms. 
He testified as to having had 
trouble with Barrett in front of his 
place on Sept. 8th, JU06, between 8:80 
and 0 p. m ., as to having seen a lady 
in the stairw ay and having stopped 
and asked her if there was any thing 
lie could do for her. 
He said she 
replied that she was w aiting for her 
husband, Mr. Barrett. 
Price testified 
that lie said “ Oh, excuse m e!” and 
passed on. 
“ As I passed bv his place 
about five m inutes later,” said Mr. 
Price, “ Mr. 
Barrett 
came out and 
called me. 
He began cursing me for 
‘interfering with his business.’ 
As I 
went to put. my hands on him to ar­ 
rest him for cursing me and for his 
insulting 
actions, he acted its if to 
strike at 
me. 
I took hold of him 
w ith my 
left hand and struck him 
with 
iiw right hand three or four 
times. 
I then started down the street 
w ith him to jail. 
His brother Eddie 
came across ami went to jail with 
ns. ’’ 
The witness then told of the trouble 
at the jail, giving the same story as 
that he gave to the press, and reltera 
ting that he pushed Patrick Barrett 
back tw ice before he struck him. 
The officer said that he did not strike 
Barrett w ith his “ black jack.” 
“ I told 
h im ,” said 
the witness, 
“ that he was under arrest before I hit 
him, and told him he was under ar­ 
rest for cursing and abusing an offi­ 
cer. ’ * 
Mr. Price concluded his testimohv 
at noon and court adjourned. 
When court convened this afternoon. 
Chief of Police Price was recalled to 
the stand to testify as to Barrett’s 
character, but 'w as excused until re­ 
buttal alter a great deal of wrangling 
among the attorney s.

Patrick Carroll said that Price and 
Barrett were quarreling over Price’s 
right to do something the nature of 
which he was not aware, when he 
came up.

and then threw him down.

Karrett did not swear at Price. 
On cross exam ination the witness 
admitted visiting saloons frequently , 
but said he entertained no unkind 
feeHngs toward the marslial. 
He ad­ 
m itted that he did not see all of the 
difficulty . 
He said that he coaid not 
tell which of the tw o men struck the 
first blow. 
He said Barrett’s back 
was not tnrned when Price struck him. 
* Henry Batts, who was standing on 
the curb, said Price called Barrett “ a 
l it t le 
liar” daring 
the quarrel 
and that Price struck 
Barrett first. 
He said Price told Barrett he was un­ 
der arrest after he had struck him. 
On crosss exam ination witness said 
that 1 e was “ just walking aronnd and 
happened to stop in front of the sa 
loon,” before the trouble. 
He assert­ 
ed that Barrett had started away from 
Price before the officer struck 
him. 
The witness became somewhat con­ 
fused as to the direction in which the 
two men were facing and walking and 
contradicted him self 
tw o or 
three 
times. 
Mrs. Belle Hatfield testified that she 
heard no words, but saw the marshal 
« trike Barrett. 
She said she did not 
see Barrett strike 
Price. 
She was 
standing in front of H ogsett’s store at 
the time. 
Mrs. J ennie (L evi) Tay lor's testi­ 
mony was practically the same as that 
of Mrs. Hatfield. 
After court had taken a five m in­ 
utes’ recess, Walter Ry an was called. 
He said when he first saw the trouble 
he was in front of Miss Sue G regg’s 
m illinery 
establishm ent. 
When 
he 
reached the scene of the trouble, Price 
had Barrett by the throat and was 
hitting him over the head w ith his 
black jack. 
On cross exam ination 
the witness 
said he had known Barrett all his life. 
He acknowledged being on the police 
force, and that 
a detective visited 
gambling dens here w hile he was on 
the force, but said that he did not 
know Barrett had been indicted, or 
had plead guilty to indictm ents. 
He 
said that he had never seen any gam ­ 
bling in Barrett’s place w hile on the 
police force, but would not say that lie 
had ever looked for any . 
He adm it­ 
ted having been indicted for frequent- 
ng gambling dens. 
The defense rested at.3 : 30 without 
putting Barrett, upon the stand. 
Marshal Price was recalled |b y the 
State in rebuttal. 
He denied striking 
Barrett, 
with 
his mace or “ black 
ack,” or of calling Barrett “ a liar.’’ 
The State then rested. 
Throughout the day the court room 
was filled w ith jieople especially sa* 
oon men who were interested in the 
outcome of the trial. 
Attorney Titsworth made the open­ 
ing argumertt for the State, citing 
law regarding a police officer’s rights, 
and the influence of the trouble on 
the morals 
of the com m unity .

was followed by Attorney Newboid 
for the defense.
